Claims 6-8, 17-22, 25, 49-85 are allowed because none of the prior art alone or in 
combination teaches or suggests the particular subset of the process steps in irradiating the first 
crystalline semiconductor film with a laser light to form a second crystalline semiconductor film 
having a warp, heating the semiconductor film to lessen the warp, and etching the semiconductor 
film after the heating step to form a crystalline semiconductor island.
